vor or the Lo* Angeles 
aud 
Inde- 


pendence 
Railroad. 


About forty of tlie leading citizens 


of this city met in the oitice of the Los 
Angeles and Independence 
Railroad, 


in Temple Block, last evening, for the 
purpose 
of considering 
ways 
and 


means for increasing the subscription 
to the stock of the road 
to $300,000. 


The meeting was called to order by 


the Treasurer of the company, Mr. F. 
P. F. Temple, 
who stated 
the object 


for which the gentlemen 
bad assem- 


bled. 


On motion 
of Mr. J. G. Howard, 


Mayor Beandry 
was 
called 
to the 


chair. 


Mr. J. U, Crawford, 
Chief-Engiueer 


of the road made a verbal report stat- 
ing that he had been authorized 
by 


Mr.Pritchard agent of Senator 
Jones 
and Mr. T. W. Park 
to proceed 
with 


the tunnel in Cajon 
Pass, 
and that at 


an expense of about $15,000 per month 
lie would complete the tunnel in ten, 
months. 
He had contracted to have 


the wharf at Truxton 
completed 
by 


the end of May. 
He was now excava- 
ting the approaches 
to the cuds 
of the 


tunnel, 
employing 
on tlie work 
200 


men. 
He said the work ofgrading the 


road between this city would be light 
and could 
be done at an 
expense 
of 


from $000 to $800 per mile. 
He 
ex- 


plained that by building a wagon road 
through the pass, which could bo done 
at a triflingexpense,when 
the railroad 


was completed to the tunnel freight 
could be delivered on the Mohave 
side 
of tlie mountain at rates which would 
land it in Panamint 
at' a saving of 


from $35 to $50 per ton, and a gain in 
time from 7to 8 days. 
The road could 


be built to a point wnich would secure 
us the trade ofthe mines iv 10 months. 


The chair said that the clear 
and 


concise 
statement 
of Mr. Crawford 
ought to impress all present with the 
importance of aiding the work by tak- 
ing all the stock they could. 
In response 
to a question, Mr. Tem- 


ple stated 
that the amount of stock 


now subscribed 
was aboutslßo,ooo, 
in- 


cluding $40,000 from Inyo county. 


Mr. Slauson 
spoke at length of the 


great advantages of the road, 
and said 


that 
many 
people 
seemed 
to regard 


their subscriptions 
in the 
light of a 


donation. 
He did not think this. 
He 


had lived in mining sections, and he 
knew that their trade 
was regular? 
not once 
in a 
year, 
as with grain 


growing localities. 
He cited the Vir- 
ginia City and Truckee 
road 
as tlie 


best paying road in the United States, 
and closed by Urging all to take hold 
of our road with a will. 


Mr. J. G. Howard took the floor, and 


after alluding to his usual modesty and 
diffidence, proceeded to make a telling 
speech. 
He said he had just returned 


from a visit to Panamint and Cosoand 
he had seen enough tosatisfy him that 
there are very rich and extensive mines 
out there, 
whose 
trade 
would pour 


millions into this city if the road was 
built. 
He said Mr. Victor Beaudry, 


brother of the Chairman, had recently 
purchased 
a mine in Coso for $10,000 


out of which he would take millions. 
He said communication 
between these 


mines and this city now required from 
15 to 20 days, and all were anxious for 
the road. 
Closing 
his remarks, 
Mr. 


Howard complimented Mr. Temple on 
tlie enterprise he had evinced inpush- 
ing this work along, 
and 
said he was 


the most generous 
and liberal of our 
wealthy men. 


Messrs. Barrows and Newmark gave 


some information inregard to progress 
that had been made by the committee 
appointed by the mass meeting. 


While 
discussing 
the 
canvassing 


proposition, 
Mr. Newmark suggested 


that if some 
one could 
invent some 


way ofreaching 
the ricli men 
of the 
city no canvassing would be neeeed. 


Colonel Peel reported that the people 


ofLos Angeles felt kindly toward the 
enterprise and would subscribe 
liber-
